Catholic burial now permitted for divorced 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Divorced Catholics 
remarried outside the Church may be buried 
with a Catholic funeral under certain cir- 
cumstances, according to a ruling expected 


from the Vatican’s Doctrinal Congregation. 


“Religious funerals will no longer be forbidden 
for the faithful who, although finding themselves 
before death in a manifestly sinful situation, 
have preserved their attachment to the Church 
and shown some sign of repentance,” the 
congregation said. 


THE CONGREGATION acted after numerous 
bishops’ conferences had asked if there has been 
a change in Church law denying a Catholic 
funeral to Catholics married irregularly in the 
eyes of the Church. 

The congregation, which deals with faith and 


morals, studied the question and decided ‘“‘with 
the approval of the Supreme Pontiff to make it 
easier to celebrate Church funerals for Catholics 
not permitted under canon law.”’ 

In a related advisory, the congregation asked 
bishops to guard against ‘‘new opinions which 
deny or seek to cast doubt on the doctrine of the 
indissolubility of marriage. 


‘“‘THESE OPINIONS . . . are being used here 
and there as an argument to justify abuses 
contrary to the present discipline governing 
admission to the sacraments of persons in 
irregular matrimonial union.” 

Bishops also were admonished to make sure 
that present Church discipline regarding ad- 
mission to the sacraments of such Catholics be 
strictly observed.

‘Conscience 
not enough,’ 
says Pope 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — Con- 
science alone is not enough for Catholics, Pope 
Paul told a general audience. 

He challenged those who, particularly since 
Vatican II, have argued that Christian morality 
can be determined by the Christian following his 
own conscience. 


THE POPE granted that ‘‘the moral con- 
science is certainly the proximate and in- 
dispensable criterion for the honesty of our 
actions”’ and that ‘“‘God wants conscience always 
to be respected in the development of human 
personality.”’ 

But, he added, ‘conscience must be educated, 
informed and guided in regard to the objective 
good of courses of action; the instinctive. and 
intuitive judgment of conscience is not enough.” 

The Pope stressed that ‘conscience needs 
norms and laws; otherwise its judgment can be 
impaired by the influence of passions, interests 
or by the examples of others.”’ 


MOREOVER, without norms and laws, con- 
science leads to ‘‘a moral life that is submissive 
to exterior circumstances and situations, with all 
the consequences of relativism and servility 
which result, and finally to the compromising of 
that direction of conscience which we call 
character, making men merely a mass of reeds 
shaken in the wind.” 

The Pope then noted that many claim men 
must be sincere. But by ‘‘sincerity,” he said, is 
meant giving ‘“‘freedom to impulses of real 
animal nature, to a real frenzy of enjoyment 
without higher or logical inhibitions, and to a 
real, ignoble selfishness. 

“You hear today the declaration that the 
fortress of traditional morality is. crumbling 
because of the changes brought about by modern 
life and that the directive criterion of our con- 
duct must be anthropological and social; that is, 
that it must conform to the dominant criterion, 
whether it corresponds or not to the higher 
criteria of good and evil.” 


LASTLY, said the Pope, challenges are 
launched against ‘‘traditional faithfulness,’ 
whether it be the natural law, ‘‘the existence of 
which is even questioned, or the magisterium 
(teaching authority) of the Church when she 
speaks out to defend the fundamental and sacred 
rights of life and morals which still merit the title 
of human and Christian.” : 

Christians will see the conflict between “firm 


‘Christian morality and amoral permissiveness,”’ 


Pope Paul said. 

The imitation of Christ must once again 
become the “directive criterion of our con- 
sciences,” the Pope concluded, ‘‘and must draw 
from baptism, by. which we have been made to 
live again as sons of the living God, its original 
norm and its supernatural energy for the new life 
to which we have been called and to which we are 
pledged.” 


IN PROTESTING against ‘‘the decay of the 
normal sense which characterizes our age,”’ the 
Pope said: 

“Observance of moral norms, which we 
believe can be called Christian, constitutes one 
of the principal difficulties to that strong and 
genuine affirmation of ethical-religious modern 
life which is expected of us.” — 

For example, he explained, the Christian 
cannot exclude from his morality the ‘“‘sense of 
sin. We cannot do so because sin cuts into our 
relationship with God. It is one of the basic truths 
of our ethical-religious conceptions.”

| Parents must sacrifice — Bishop Maher 
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Catholic schools ‘will not be abandoned’

Catholic schools ‘‘will not be abandoned,”’ 
Bishop Leo T. Maher said, but ways must be 
found to make them more effective in the 
Church’s total educational effort. 

In a message for ‘‘Back To School Sun- 
day,”’ Aug. 19, the bishop also asked that 
parents with children in Catholic schools ‘‘be 
prepared, above all others, to continue to 
shoulder their financial burden.”’ 


“WE MUST CONTINUE to seek ways of 
making Catholic schools a more effective 
resource for all our educational programs,”’ 


he said, ‘‘including those directed to that 
even greater number of children and young 
people not attending these schools. 

‘We are certain that the Catholic com- 
munity at large has the resources — the 


. determination, creative ingenuity, spirit of 


sacrifice — to develop and strengthen the 
total educational program of the Church.” 

The bishop called on Catholics ‘‘to con- 
sider the specific role he or she will play in 


~ helping to meet challenges which face us 


all,” expecially those ‘parents ‘‘who still 
await the opportunity to exercise their right 
to freedom of choice in the education of their 
children.” 


NATIONAL observance of ‘Back to 
School Sunday,” sponsored by the U.S. 
Catholic bishops, reaffirms the commitment 
of Catholics to their own schools ‘‘in the face 
of difficulties caused by the U.S. Supreme 
Court decisions. 

The recent rulings — which killed sev- 
eral forms of state aid to private schools — 
were called “unjust” by Bishop Maher and 
represent ‘“‘a continued stance against true 
and effective freedom of choice in 
education. 

“But these decisions are a fact,’’ he said. 
“We must now live with that fact. It is 
clear that our planning for Catholic schools 


and Catholic families must, for the present, 
be based on our own efforts and sacrifices.” 


THE FORTHCOMING Diocesan Synod, 
he continued, provides ‘‘an extraordinary 
opportunity to give new strength and 
guidance to our total educational effort, not 
only in the schools which labor under 
peculiar burdens of our time but also in the 
broader field of education.”’ 

He cited the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine, the Newman Apostolate, adult 
education and other programs. 

“The task is large,” he stressed. “So are 
the rewards.”

Gallagher has long 
been active in Citizens for 
Educational. Freedom 
dedicated to government aid 
for all. private and public 
schools.

Isn’t this ‘aid to 
religion” which the courts 
say is unconstitutional, he 
asked? 

A priest since 1935 and 
honorary prelate since 1959, 
Msgr. Gallagher received a 
happy’ send-off from 
parishioners before he left 
for Ireland to visit his 
brother, Lian Gallagher, in 
Aherlow, Tipperary. 

He was succeeded at St. 
Rita’s by Father Francis 
Pattision, pastor of St. 
Louise de Marillac, El Cajon 
(Crest).

We have a right to debate 


The correspondence and comment that has followed 
Father Warren Rouse’s expert explanation of the 
background to the first penance and First Communion 
matter illustrates a great diversity of views. And that 
is to be expected. What I cannot understand is the 
~ condemnation we have received from some — priests 
and laity — that we published the article at all. 

One monsignor, who is a good friend, told me he 
disagreed strongly with my decision to publish. He felt 
it was sufficient that Rome had spoken and we accept 
Rome’s rule without further debate. 

But that is where we differ. Rules of discipline have 
varied throughout the history of the Church, as Father 
Rouse’s article explained. Furthermore we are all the 
People of God and, while we accept the discipline of 
Rome’s rule, we as part of the “‘voice’’ of the Church 
have every right to debate it. 

If there is no right to debate matters of discipline 
within the Church, then there is no point in having 
synods, whether diocesan or episcopal. After all, what 
are Vatican Councils all about?

very hot month. This presents a problem to the 
Vatican authorities of scantily dressed women among 
the hundreds of thousands who flock to St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 

As in past years the guards at St. Peter’s have a 
cover-up job of their own which, unlike Watergate, 
costs taxpayers nothing, but bugs some tourists. It 
takes the form of a black plastic raincoat which the 
Vatican lends to those considered inadequately 
dressed for the occasion. 

I was surprised to see that scantily dressed not only 
includes women and girls in sleeveless blouses, but 
both men and women in summer walking shorts. Is 
there something unsacred- about knees? After all, 
we’re supposed to pray on them. 


That holy hour 


Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen is particularly strong in 
his recommendation for the daily hour of prayer, the 
private holy hour. Another wonder worker is Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta, that extraordinary Christian who

has led such dedication and selfless sacrifice for the 
world’s destitute and dying. 

She constantly tells her co-workers — those who 
support by sacrifice and prayer throughout the world 
— that ‘‘a co-worker must be able to give Jesus to the 
people. For that, we must be close to Jesus. We should 
have a holy hour for prayer and meditation. Even if 


there are only a few of us... wherever we are.” 

The inspiring work of this saintly woman has 
received acclaim around the world, which 
acknowledges the simple fact that faith can really 
move mountains. Her exhortation — though this is too 
strong a word for her simple and quiet saintly 
example — is that we do “‘something beautiful for 
God.”’ 

Mother Teresa’s ‘‘something beautiful’ is looking 
after those in such miserable circumstances that most 
of the world chooses to look the other way. From a 
simple start in India, her charitable works have 
spread to most parts of the world where the need is 
greatest. Locally supporting her work as a ‘“‘co- 
worker”’ is Dr. Anita Figueredo Doyle, well known for 
her many good works in the name of charity. 


Cost of living beats dying 


In this inflationary age it is true to say that the cost of 
dying hasn’t increased during the past 10 years as 
much as the cost of living. 

Until the recent enormous increases with Phase 4, 
the cost of living has gone up 41.3 per cent since 1963. 
In the same period the cost of funerals had increased 
32.1 per cent. The National Funeral Home Directors 
Association said the average funeral cost $983 in 1971. 
For the destitute there was a low figure of $75. 


Not an edict 


We journalists sometimes become slightly casual in 
the use of words as they enter the general vocabulary. 
“Edict” is a case in point. It is useful for headlines 
because it is short. It is also expressive of a command. 

Twice in references to the recent Declaration from 
Rome on first confession before First Communion, we 
called it an edict in our editorial references. Father 
Rouse, who wrote the special article, correctly did not 


‘refer to it as such. ‘‘Edict’’? has a much stronger 


connotation than our journalistic use of it implies. 


Pill troubles 


It -is surprising that some: doctors, presumably 
dedicated to saving life and promoting health continue 
to play down the dangerous side effects of the con- 
traceptive pill. It is infinitely more dangerous, for 
instance, than the artificial sweeteners that were 
swept off the market by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration about a year ago. 

I understand from a doctor that a list of about 50 
possible side effects is supplied with the pill, but that 
insufficient attention is paid to them. Severe 
depression is one effect which, he tells me, is showing 
up in many women, even leading to suicidal tenden- 
cies. And blood clotting is a constant danger. 

In a recent debate I heard one doctor make light of 
the side effects, saying that the pill was ‘“‘only hor- 
mones like the body secretes,’’ and had no more effect 


than the body’s normal supply. What he failed to point - 


out was that the hormones in the pill are synthetic and 
not exactly. comparable with the body’s natural 
supply. 

The side effects of that other ‘‘modern’”’ -con- 
traceptive practice of vasectomy are also being 
played down. This severing of the male sperm channel 
is by no means so simple, quick and easy as its 
adherents and promoters would have us believe.

Force, potential of words 


As women will, we were talking ... 
about the power of the spoken word — 
or for that matter, the written word. 

There are as many paths of com- 
munication as there are people, but 
words are what mold us, what make us 
or break us. They form our image of 
ourselves and others. However potent a 
silent communication may be, however 
powerful the message of the eyes or 
gesture or psychic force, the mind 
must translate, verbalize, before it can 
recognize the meaning, the nature and 
effect. 


WE ARE FORMED and transformed 
by words — the words others speak to us 
and of us. The words we find in books, 
thoughts and dreams. 

Even more than the written word, 
speech has a force and potential we do 
not fully realize. If we did, we would be 
much more careful of what we say. 
Actions may speak louder than words 
at times, but one careless word may 
destroy the effect of the finest action. 

The reverse is sometimes just as 
true, but I think we are more often 
scarred by words than acts... and 
more inspired, more consoled, more 
edified. 


THE BIBLE GIVES us a wealth of 
words; words which contain the secret 
and revelation of life. In the New 
Testament we find no visual image of 
Christ. There is no description of his 
disposition nor any reference to per- 
sonal habits. Did he laugh and sing or 
play with children? The evangelists do 
not tell us. 

They give us the words he spoke, and 
the words others ‘spoke about him. 
Nothing, it seems, is important but the 
word and the message it transmits. It 
does not matter whether Jesus was 
dark or light skinned, black or auburn 
haired, tall or short, classically hand- 
some or not. What matters is what he 
said. 

Would we, I wonder, know that we 
are loved, if there were no verbal 
concepts of what love is? Would we be 
aware that the sky is blue and the trees 
green and straight and beautiful and 
the earth dark and fertile, if we had no

words with which to sharpen our 
perception and correlate our im- 
pressions? 

Would we hear the birds sing, when 
they are singing, if no one had ever said 
“Listen to the birdsong?’’ Would we 
have peace of mind if no one had ever 
heard the words ‘‘God loves you?”’ 


WE SPEAK OF LOVE to another and 
the words remain locked in the vault of 
their remembrances, to raise them to 
heights of joy and happiness — or to 
stand in evidence of our betrayal, in the 
event of our own forgetfulness. : 

We speak of hatred and the words 
drop like acid into his soul, to erode and 
destroy. We tell the adolescent how 
inadequate and ludicrous he appears to 
us, and never see the anguish that 
rends him deep where he has his being. 

We threaten a child with withdrawal 
of love and angry punishment and lay 
seeds of confusion and distrust that no 
amount of later reassurance will fully 
dissolve. 


WE MAY SPEAK of our pride and 
joy in another and spur them to 
unimagined heights. Or praise and 
admire, and see him unfold like a 
blossom. 

We have such vital weapons in the 
things we say. What has been said is 
indestructible. There is no way of 
recalling or expunging it. And yet we 
use words so carelessly. We toss them 


‘about like so many pebbles, striking 


here, wounding there, flicking sand 
into those eyes, diverting these, letting 
some fall short in boredom or in- 
difference. 

We are So ignorant-of the powers we 
use, so unaware of the tremendous 
influence we may wield! 


“DO YOU LOVE ME, Simon, son of- 


John?’’? Jesus asked three times of 
Peter... not because he needed to 
know, but that Peter might better know 


himself and that the words might- lie © 


like balm over those of his betrayal. 
We, too, are in need of such balm to 
overlay our own betrayals. Hopefully, 
there will be someone to offer it. 
Hopefully, we may offer it to another.

FATHER Robert Pinta, 
diocesan youth director 
and Catholic chaplain at 
Juvenile Hall, noted that 
the Catholic Church has 
been providing couples 
with pre-marital instruc- 
tions and counseling for a 
long time. 

“It's good to see that now 
other churches and civil 
authorities will share, with 
parents also, this responsi- 
bility of upholding the seri- 
Ousness of marriage,’ he 
said. 

The Church’s pre-Cana 
programs help prepare 
engaged couples for mar-

riage. They involve a series 
of four talks by a priest, a 
psychologist or psychia- 
trist, a physician and a mar- 
ried couple. 

Rev. David F. Ellisor, a 
United Methodist fulltime 
chaplain coordinator at the 
hall, said the requirement 
will enable “young couples 
to evaluate their relation- 
ship and channels of com- 
munication and to under- 
stand the economic- 
personal and social respon- 
sibilities marriage brings.” 

A DIVORCE rate six

the minister said. 

Couples may chose their 
own counselors, including 
clergy, marriage  coun- 
selors, psychologists and 
clinical social workers, or a 
counselor will be provided 
at no cost. 

Couples under 18 need 
parents’ permission to 
marry, but the final deci- 
sion will rest with the 
juvenile court judge, based 
on the counselor’s evalua- 
tion and interview, 
explained Rev. Ellisor.

Group to help resigned priests 
find other jobs in the Church 


CHICAGO (NC) — The 
National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils has begun 
an information 
clearinghouse to help 
resigned priests find other 
jobs in the service of the 
Church. 

Father Martin Peter of 
Indianapolis, Ind., chairman 
of the NFPC Personnel 
Committee; said ‘“‘the talent, 
the experience and the zeal 
of many a resigned priest 
will continue to be wasted, 
and churches and _ in- 
stitutions will continue to 
seek out badly needed 
personnel, unless some force 
brings the two together.’’ 

The committee is looking 
for information in two areas, 
he said:

Father Peter cited a 1969 
statement by the US. 
bishops which indicated 
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support for such a program. 
Referring to priests who had 
resigned, the bishops said. 

‘Although they are outside 
the priestly ministry, their 


talents and education should | 


not be lost to the Church and 
the human community. In 
this regard we commend the 
efforts of those, especially 
fellow priests, who are 
helping these priests to 
continue their commitment 
to Christ in the lay state.’ 

The 1971 World Synod of 
Bishops in Rome said the 
resigned priest ‘‘should 
receive just and fraternal 
treatment; even though he 
can give assistance in the 
service of the Church, he is 
not however to be admitted 
to the exercise of priestly 
activities.” 

Some restrictions were 
placed on the employment of 
former priests.in a January, 
1971, letter to bishops from

Franciscans see missionary ‘crisis’ 


LOUDONVILLE, N.Y. 
(NC) — The Church is in the 
midst of a “crisis” in mission- 
ary activity, according to a 
report at the meeting of the 
Holy Name Province of 
Franciscan Friars here. 

The report by the pro- 
vince’s Mission Committee 
said the crisis is partly one 
of vocations but goes much 


deeper, into the whole 
understanding of the mis- 
sionary role of the Church. 


THE COMMITTEE cited 
five concepts which 
“threaten” the missionary 
thrust of the Church: 

— “A false or misinter- 
preted conception of religi- 
ous liberty. 


Cardinal chides 
seminary critics 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
Cardinal Gabriel Garrone, 
prefect of the Congregation 
for Catholic Education, has 
chided seminary critics for 
questioning whether the 
schools “still have a funce- 
tion and future.” 

Noting the Second Vati- 
can Council called for semi- 
nary renewal and_ée £@re- 
structuring, he said when- 
ever these directives have 


‘ been ignored or when sem- 


inaries are. suppressed 
“one now has to pay bitterly 
for such foolhardiness.” 
THE CARDINAL refer- 
red to the Council of Trent 
(1545-1563), which, though it 


laid down directives for the 


formation of priests, “did 
not close the way to further 
charges or opportune adap- 
tations.” 

“Therefore,” he asked, 
“would it not be wiser to 
return to the sources of the 
institution of the seminary 
to restudy its spirit and con- 
sider practical application 
of this spirit instead of look- 
ing for ‘new ways’?” 

Cardinal Garrone called 
for “a persevering and 
courageous effort” to hold 
on to “traditional inspira- 
tion, relating to seminary 
training, while being aware 
of new suggestions and 
needs, even if they are dif- 
ficult to integrate.” 


— “An excessively 
optimistic view of non- 
Christian religions and 


their salvific power or role. 

— “A great confusion in 
the Church today about the 
meaning of priesthood, 
ministry and missionary. 

— “A philosophy of ‘mis- 
sion country’ being 
replaced by the idea of 
‘developing country,’ and 
the resultant ‘progress’ 
replacing the ‘conversion’ 
tendency.” 

EACH OF THE concepts 
contains a kernel of truth, 
the committee said, but “as 


‘concepts they also run the 


risk of superficial under- 


standing, oversimplifica- 
tion, and most often misun- 
derstanding.” 

While affirming the ‘“un- 
contestable fact” of religi- 
ous liberty, the committee 
strongly denied that 
preaching the Gospel is 
“undue proselytism.” 

Confusion over the priest- 
hood and “the downgrading 
of the supernatural” have 
left their marks on priestly 
and missionary vocations, 
the committee said. The 
report cited as evidence of 
lessened interest in the 
missions both a decrease in 
missionary vocations and a 
drop in financial aid.

Question: - 
Last Fall we spent some time in 
Minnesota where, in our parish church, 
the option of ‘Communion in the hand’’ 
was given and most did it. How do you 
explain this? 


The practice of receiving Com- 
munion in the hand is not a matter of 
Catholic doctrine but of Catholic 
tradition. The Bishops’ Committee on 
the Liturgy states that ‘‘the practice is 
in complete accord with the Catholic 
teaching and understanding of the 
reality of the Eucharist. .. 

“Tn no way is it intended to detract 
from the Christian’s respect, reverence 
and devotion. On the contrary, it is 
hoped that it will enhance personal 
devotion and deepen the individual’s 
faith in the Mystery.” 

In an instruction of the Congregation 
for Divine Worship, May 29, 1969, it was 
indicated that episcopal conferences 
could ask the Holy See for a restoration 
of the earlier practice of Communion in 
the hand. 

It further stated that ‘‘the Holy See 
will weigh the individual cases with 
care, remembering the bonds which 
exist between the several local church- 
es among themselves and with the 
entire Church, in order to promote the 
common good and edification and in- 
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crease of faith and piety which flows 
from mutual good example.” 

It is clear from this Instruction that 
no individual priest, bishop or cardinal 
can petition Rome for this form of 
Communion; the request must come 
from the episcopal conference or, as we 
call it in this country, the NCCB 
(National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops). Séme conferences asked for, 
and received, permission to have 
Communion in the hand. 

In our country, in their conference, a 
majority of the bishops voted in favor 
of a petition; but, according to their 
voting rules, a two-thirds majority was 
lacking. There is no doubt that the 
matter will come up again, both 


. because of the requests as well as the 


abuses present today. 

The bishops’ committee is already 
urging that priests and teachers begin 
to instruct the faithful about the history 
and theology of Communion in the 
hand. It is also emphasized that when 
the permission is granted, each 
communicant must be allowed the 
option of receiving in the hand or on the 
tongue. 

As an aid to this, an excellent-study 
text entitled Holy Communion has just 
come from the Publications Office, 
United States Catholic Conference, 
Washington, D.C., 20005. It sells for 


$1.50 and I cannot praise it too much. 
Every priest and every teacher will. 
find this booklet an indispensable 
and invaluable help. 

In the meantime, however, the 
practice of Communion in the hand in 


this country must be labelled as an 
abuse and totally unauthorized. 

While I may seem to be making a 
federal (or ecclesiastical) issue out of 
the literal observance of the law, others 
go to the opposite extreme. I refer to 
‘“‘host-snatchers,’’ those people who 
come up to the priest and defiantly take 
the host from him and then consume it. 
They are determined that they shall 
“‘take and eat!” 

I personally refuse to hassle the 
matter at the moment of Communion, 
but it surely seems to me that the at- 
titude of the ‘‘host-snatchers”’ leaves 
much to be desired.

The film follows 
Siddhartha’s attempt to 
find himself and becomes a 
cinematic journey towards 
a vision. The youth fails to 
find enlightenment either 
in the regulated, ascetic life 
of his father or in the world 
of sex, mammon and busi- 
ness.

‘Maude’ abortion episodes 
go on air despite protests 


The first of the ‘‘Maude”’ 
abortion ‘episodes was 
broadcast Tuesday night, 
despite protests nationally 
and in the San Diego diocese. 

At least 25 CBS-TV af- 
filiate stations across the 
country cancelled the Aug. 
14 and 21 episodes, which 
deal with a middle-aged 
woman who discovers she is 
pregnant and is urged to 
have an abortion. 

KFMB (Channel 8), San 
Diego, showed the first 
episode but gave time for a 
rebuttal by Father Roger A. 
Lechner vice chancellor of 
the San Diego diocese. 

Meanwhile, the ‘‘Maude’’ 
show found itself virtually 
without sponsors for the two

advertising having been 
purchased. Norman Lear, 
executive producer, said, 
“Apparent pressure from 
anti-abortion forces’’ had 
persuaded sponsors to stay 
away. 

“This obviously isn’t a 
mere co-incidence,’’ Lear 
said. ‘“‘This proves there’s.a 
certain degree of cowardice 
in the American business 
community. A few letters 
from pressure groups can 
make advertisers panic.”’ 

IN WASHINGTON, Bishop 
James S. Rausch, general 
secretary of the USS. 
Catholic Conference, said 
the USCC ‘‘did not urge” the 
sponsors to boycott but 


459-2092 
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called it a ‘‘good initiative.” 

Bishop Rausch, who had 
protested the re-runs, first 
seen in November, urged 
similar protests by ‘‘others 
who feel as I do about the 
proprierty of advocating 
abortion on an_— en- 
tertainment program at 
prime viewing hours.”’ 

The Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights 
charged that CBS displayed 
“an undeniable malice” in 
running the programs, 

“WE CONDEMN this 
show,” the CLRCR said, 
‘not simply because it treats 
a human life as offal (refuse) 
but because of the deliberate 
and malevolent purpose with 
which it is undertaken.’ 
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
